Philadciphia, December 17.—The taking 
of testimony in the case of Oscar I. 
Booz, the West Point cadet who died two 
weeks ago from injuries which his pa- 


| rents allessd ere inflicted at the West 


Point Military Academy, weg begun to- 
day by the board of inquiry appointed by 
the secfetary of war. Two sessions were 
held at Bristol, the home of the Booz 
family, and another in this city in the 
late afternoon. The members of the 
board are Generals Brooke, Clous and 
Bates, accompanied by Captain Dean, of 
the Fifth artillery, who acted as recorder. 
The court sat in the study of the church 
which adjoins the Booz homestead, The 
witnesses were William H. Booz, father; 
Mrs. Surah Booz, mother: Nellie Booz, 
sister of the voung man: Rev. Dr. Alison, 
Dr. Weaver, a Bristol physician who at- 
tended Oscar Booz. and several others. 
The board left for New York tonight and 
will sit at West Point tomorrow after- 


‘noon. 


Mr. Booz, the father, testified that his 
son had written home on several oc- 
casions that he had been hazed. He en- 
tered the academy in June, 1898, and in 
August he wrote home that he had been 
in a fight and had received a pair of 
black eyes and that he had been knocked 
out by a blow over the heart. Mr. Booz 
sald he went to West Point to see his 
son and told him he must stand it. Oscar 
told his father he expected to he hazed, 
but he did not want to be treated bru- 
tally. The father sald Oscar did not 
want bis mother to know how he was be- 
ing treated. 

Mr. Boos then told how Oscar had in- 
formed him that tobasco sauce had been 
forced down his throat. Oscar said the 
cadets would pull the biankets from him 
and pour hot wax from a candle on his 
body, Mr. Booz thought the officers at 
the academy could stop the brutality, but 
he would not say they condoned it. He 
could not understand why they had 
treated his son in such a severe manner. 
Oscar spent all of last vear at home in 
an endeavor to build up his health. He 
never wold reveal the identity of his 
perszecutors. 

Mrs. Boos testified that her son. had 
written her that West Point was unfit 
for a young than who wanted to do right 
and that parents should not send their 
sons there. 

Nellie Boos. a sister of the deceased 
young man, testified that in a letter re- 
ceived by the family on August 7th Os- 
car told of the fight he had with another 
cadet and that he fought until he was 
winded. The cadets called him a coward 
and a disgrace to the corps. If he did not 
go into the Acht, he said, the “fellows 
would make life unbearable for him.” 
He asked his father for permission to re- 
sign. Oscar described ma little indig- 
nities which wera practiced on him. If 
he had not swallowed the tobasco sauce 
he prould have strangled. They ‘were 
holding him down and he could do noth- 
ing else. . 

Dr. J. Solis Cohen. a throat specialist, 
testified that Oscar had tuberculosis of 
the larynx and that when he came to 
Philadelphia for treatment his case was 
hopeless. He thought it tobasco sauce 
had been forced down Boos’s throat it 
may have made him more susceptible to 
tuberculosis. 

Sigmund 8. Albert. a classmate of Os- 
car Boos. said that Boos was not hazed 
more than any other cadet. He was one 
of Boos's tent mates while in camp. He 
and Boos and other fourth year men, ne 
said, were mado to do “ridiculous stunts,“ 
auch as making the upper classmen's 
beds and other unmanly and disgrace- 
ful” things. What he meant by the lat- 
ter, he said, was none of the public's 
buginese. One night some fourth year 
men were forced to open their mouths and 
shut their eyes, when someone squirted 
into their mouths what he believed to be

AMENDMENTS COME FIRST 


Money, of Mississippi, Makes a 
Strong, Pointed Protest Against 
the Entire Proceejings 
of the Body in Connec- 
tion with Entente. 


Washington, December 17.—Just before 
adjourning late this afternoon the senate 
gave its consent to the fixing of a definite 


time to vote upon the Hay-Pauncefote 


treaty. Senators Money and Mason had 
occupied the time of the executive ges- 
sion in making speeches upon the treaty, 
and when Mr. Mason, who was the Aast 
speaker, concluded, Senator Lodge re- 
newed his request to take a vote next 
Thursday. No voice was raised in oppo- 
sition and the unanimous agreement was 
recorded. The understanding is that the 
voting shall be on the amendments at 
3 o'clock and that the senate shall con- 
tinue in session until the first vote on the 
treaty itself is reached. Senator Money's 
speech was a flat protest against the en- 
tire proceeding in connection with the 
treaty. He talked for two hours, con- 
tending for the right of the United States 
to act in this matter independently of 
other nations. He said that conditions 
had changed greatly since 1850, when the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty was made and 
added that while the interest of Great 
Britain in constructing a canal across the 
isthmus and in maintaining its neutrality 
had diminished greatly because of the 
construction of the Sues canal, the inter- 
ests of the United States in an isthmian 
canal had been vastly enhanced because 
of growing trade and our newly acquired 
possessions in the orient. He said thai 
while England demanded the United 


States not to fortify the proposed Isthmian /| 


canal, she herself had fortifications which 
practically control the Suez canal. He 
read copious extracts from speeches by 
Stephen A. Douglas, Secretary Freyling- 
huysen and Secretary Blaine, the last 
mentioned in his instruction to Minister 
Lowell, in support of his position. He 
called attention to the fact that the 
Hepburn bill provides explicitly for the 
defense of the canal and he asserted that 
the treaty should be defeated outright 
and the canal bill passed in ita stead. 
Senator Mason spoke in support of his 
suggested amendment authorizing the 
United States to defend the canal as it 
may deem proper in case it constructs 
the canal. He presented the arguments 
in support of our right to defend the wa- 
terway in concise and forcible terms, and 
received careful attention. He corrected 
at the outset the impression that in his ef- 
fort to have the treaty amendment he ‘gs 
seeking to antagonize the administration. 
Nothing, he d. was further from his 
thought, he believed that in this 
as in all other matters, the administra- 
tion had been entirely patriotic. His dif. 
ference of view was due, he said, to a 
different conception of the way to reach 
a common end, that common end being 
the welfare of the American people. He 
then proceeded to make his argument for 
the right to defend the cana! in cane 
this country constructs it with its own 
money. He declared that the present in- 
stance furnishes the best precedent of 
a great nation being asked to agree not 
to defend a great public work, the con- 
struction of which it is contemplating. 
He did not consider that Great Britain 
should undertake to say what we should 
do in the matter. At the same time, he 
said he would have it understood that he 
was not actuated in his position by any 
hostile feeling toward Great Britain, for 
while he considered that country in the 
“sere and yellow leaf.“ he thought that 
we should deal with it as we would with 
either the weakest nation or the strong. 
est. In other words, he said, our deal- 
ing should be on the plane of justice and 
the manly assertion of our own rights.

Florida. On the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in January, 1898, which 
was the d day of January, 188, Hon. 
Henry L. Mitchell was inaugurated gov- 
ernor. If Governor Fleming had held bis 
office. “for four years from the time of 
his installation,” he would have remained 
governor until the 8th day of January, 


1893. 

On the first Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in January. 1997, which was January 
6, 1897, Hon. William D. Blozham was 
inaugurated governor. The constitutional 
provision is plain and unambiguous, and 
it is strange that it has not been literally 
followed. If the provision had been 
strictly observed, Governor Fleming 
would not have lost five days of his 
term, and Governor Mitchell would not 
have had five days of Governor Filem-- 
ing’s term, but he would have had the 
first thre days which Governor Bloxham 
served in his present term. 

It happens that the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in January, 191, falls 
on the 8th day of the month, which 
makes it just twelve years since the 
first inauguration under the present con- 
stitution, so there can be no question 
of the legality of Governor Bloxham’s 
term extending to January 8. 1901. 

Governor Fleming held office four years 
less five days: Governor Mitchell held 
office four years and two days; Gover#or 
Bloxham will hold four years and three 
days: yet all have been governor under a 
constitution which 
that each “shall hold his office for four 
years from the time of his installation.“

Ben- 
son held to a blazing team and maintain- 
ed his perilous position until rescued by 
his six comrades. None of them sustained 
any worse hurt than a few severe bruises 
and sprains. It was not until this morn- 
ing that their hurts and narrow escapes 
became known, the men holding the noz- 
gies all night until the flames were sub- 
dued. The valuable laboratory of the 
construction department was in the burn- 
ed building, and there were many molds 
of ships’. bottoms, blue prints and other 
things of great technical importance were 
destroyed, together with the time rolls 
of men employed. There was not at any 
time any chance of saving any of the 
valuable records of the construction of- 
fice. The firemen devoted all their efforts 
to saving the rest of the vast dock yard 
from destruction.

The men working at the door of the cell 
might have been made of marble as 
judged by the attention they paid to the 
walling of the negro. Little time was 
used in breaking into the cell and in a 
twinkling of an eye the terrorized negro 
was in the hands of the men who pro- 
ceeded to place a rope around his neck. 
All left again, crawling through the hole 
by which they had entered, dragging the 
negro after them, 

A few minutes .were consumed in the 
march to the jail yard, the rope was 
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hundred hands pulled at the rope and sent 
his body fying inte the elt. The loose 
end of the rope was tied to a tree and 
as goon as the members of the mob were 


they left in as orderly a manner as they 
had entered the town. . 

None of the mob wore masks and men 
to all appearance in every station in life 
tcok part in the lynching. Not a shot 
was fired before or after the lynching 
and except for the excited groups of men 
standing on the street corners a stranger 
would have known nothing of the trag- 
edy that had just been enacted.

United States Supreme Court Hears 
Argument in Two Cases. 


TEST QUESTIONS ARE UP 


Status of Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines To Be Determined. 


ARGUMENTS BY ATTORNEYS ARE HEARD 


High Tribunal Has Not Yet An- 
nounced Its Decree in the 
Cases Now Pending. 


Washington, December 17.—In the 


United States supreme court today argu-. 


ment was begun in two cases, the de- 
cision of which is expected to fix the 
status of Porto Rico and the Philippine 
islands, and other insular possessions ac- 
quired through the war with Spain, with 
respect to the United States proper; to 
say whether their people are citizens, and 
to indicate whether the constitution fol- 
lowa the flag. 

One of the cases is that of John II. 
Goetze, who in June, 1899, imported from 
Porto Rico a quantity of leaf tobacco 
into the United States through the port 
of New York, and protested against the 
assessment of duty on the importation, 


claiming that the tobacco was not sub- | 


ject to duty because Porto Rico at the 
time of the importation was not a for- 
eign country, and because, therefore, the 
imposition of duties on goods brought 
from a place within the territory of the 
United States into a port of the United 
States ig not lawful and valid under the 
constitution.“ The collector of the port 
and the board of general appraisers both 
ruled against him, as did the United 
States court for the southern district of 
New York. 

The other case is known as the four- 
teen diamond rings case. 

The claimant, Manuel Repke, a United 
States soldier in the Philippines, ac- 
quired the rings in question and brought 
them into the United States without pay- 
ing duty upon them, some time in the 
year 1890, between July Ast and Septem- 
ber 25th. The rings were seized on May 
18th, 1900, at Chicago by a United States 
custome officer as merchandise liable to 
duty, which should have been invoiced, 
and was fraudulently imported. The 
claimant contends that at the time he 
acquired the property Luson was a part 
of the territory of the United States, and 
that the seisure was contrary to tho 
claimant's right as citizen, particularly 


under section 2, article 4, of the constitu- 


tion, and he inatated that under article 
1. section & congress requires uniformity 
of all taxes and duties throughout the 
United States. The district court gave 
judgment of forfeiture for the govern- 


ment, and the case came here on writ of 


error. 

When the cases were called today they 
were combined by mutual consent by 
counsel, and each side was given five 
hours for argument. Everit Brown, 
counsel for appellant, made the first ar- 


gument. 
Mr. Brown declared that the people had 
established certain constitutional limits 
never to be transcended. This case was 
something more than one of ex proprio 
vigoro; it denied the right of any branch 
of the government to transcend the limi- 
tations laid down by the constitution. 
Edward C. Perkins, of counsel for 
Goetze, maintained that the constitution 
was in effect a power of attorney. The 
prosecution of the war to Porto Rico or 
elsewhere, or to the acquisition of this or 
that place, were all acts which must be 
brought within the powers of the consti- 
tution. The constitution following the

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Revenue of City Has Been In- 
creased By Eflciency of 
Oficials, 


CLEAR gain of $23,709.70 over the re- 
A ceive of 1899 is what the annual re- 

port of the city tax assessors shows 
this year. 

This announcement will be a surprise 
to those who have been arguing that the 
city would this year be behind in its ac- 
counts. The assessments of property, 
the amount collected, the revenues from 
the recorder's court and from the water- 
works department all show splendid in- 
creases, and there is now a probability 
that the city government will be able to 
extricate itself from the dilemma into 
which it was supposed to have fallen be- 
cause of the large and unexpected de- 
mands made upon the city treasurer. 

The real estate assessment during 1900 
by the assessors has been $41,456,934, and 
the real estate assessment during 1899 
was $40,940,077, showing an increase of 
$516,866. The real estate assessment, as 
is well known, requires infinite care and 
diligence on the part of the assessors, 
and they are only able to do the city 
justice at the risk of their personal popu- 
larity with the people. The fact that 
the present assessors have increased the 
real estate assessments by more than 3 
half million dollars in one year is proof 
positive of their worth to the city. 

The personalty assessment for 1900 has 
been $13,023,345, and for 1899 it was $12,- 
245,598, an increase of. $777,747. The per- 
sonal tax is the mainstay of the habitual 
tax. dodger, and great work and careful 
investigation wae required of the asses- 
sors in order that they might even equal 
the figures cf 1899. In addition to that, 
however, they have increased the assess- 
ment of personal property more than 
three-quarters of a milion dollars. 

The street tax also has increased over 
1899 from $8,886 to $9,368, a difference of 
452. 

The report of the tax assensors is one 
ot the most important of the municipal 
reports, as it shows the actual valua- 
tion of the taxable property of the city. 
The assennora, C. D. Meador, J. I., Harrt- 
non and J. H. Ewing have worked hard 
and faithfully and were very much re- 
lieved when the books were cloned. 

The assessors are highly pleased with 
their efficient corps of clerks, These took 
charge of the books the same day that 
they were closed, and ..e result fa that 
the assessors’ report is the first to be 
presented to the municipal authorities,

Citizens Say It Was Timely and to 
the Point. 


EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN IM MILLS 


Pelzer Factory Solves Questicn—Ev- 
ery Child Must Attend School 
Until Twelve Years of Age. 


Charleston, 8. C., December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The Hon. W. A. Hemphill, of At- 
lanta, who is state commissioner for the 
South Carolina Interstate and West In- 
dian exposition, made a splendid impres- 
sion on the business men of Charleston 
during his visit here this week. At the 
laying of the exposition corner stone Colo- 
nel Hemphill delivered an address which 
had more sound sense and logic behind it 
than many of the flowery orations which 
business men here have listened to in the 
past. His speech was timely and to the 
point. By reason of his intimate asso- 
ciation with the great Cotton States ex- 
position, given in Atlanta a few years 
ago, the business people look on the ad- 
vice of Colonel Hemphill as ccming from 
one who knows whereof he speaks. His 
friendly interest in the great Charleston 
enterprise has provoked the most favor- 
able and universal comment and no bet- 
ter representative of Georgia could have 
spoken before a gathering of 12,000 peo- 
ple. Charlestonians who anly knew Colo- 
nel Hemphill by reputation were glad 
of the opportunity of meeting him at 
his informal reception at the Charleston 
hotel after the corner stone ceremonies 
at the exposition grounds. 


The employment ef children in the cot- 
ton mills and other industrial enterprises 
in this state is accupying much attention 
just now, and will probably be one of the 
chief matters considered by the South 
Carolina legislature at {ta searion in Jan- 
uary. To acquaint himself with the condi- 
tions of labor in the cotton mill district, 
Mr. F. H. McMaster, one of the new 
members elected to the legislature from 
Charleston, recently visited the section 
and hia observations on the subject are 
interesting. Mr. McMaster is a brainy 
young man who ia capable of judging 
conditiona as they are found, and the alt- 
uation has been viewed by him in an in- 
telllgent manner. 

“I went to the cotton mill district im- 
pressed with the idea,” said Mr. Me- 
Master to The Constitution correspond. 
ent, “that legialation restricting the em- 
ployment of children in the cotton milla 
wasn imperative, I came back somewhat 
shaken in mv ideas, and while I have 
not yet had time to digest all that I have 
loarned, I am inclined to belleve that if 
legislation is needed it should be more in 
protection of the mill than against it. 
Without meaning to commit myself to 
any particular view yet, for the question 
has many aspects, I feel that if the hands 
of our best mill managers are strengthen- 
ed and they are permitted to carry out 
their plans, that it will result in bene- 
fitting not only the industry, but also 
their employees and the people of the 
state generally.“ 

Mr. McMaster says he cannot see how 
the present condition of the mill people 
can be improved, for they are in splendid 
condition. All of the men and women 
have an opportunity to earn a livelihood. 
At Pelzer, one of the largest milis in the 
world, the children are required to at- 
tend school until they are twelve years 
of age, and the following agreement which 
has to be signed, shows how the mill deals 
with the children: 

Whereas, I. with my family, intend to 
occupy one of the dwelling hoyses belong- 
ing to the Pelzer Manufacturing Com- 
pany, in the town of Pelzer, . C., and 
ntend to enter into the employ of said 
company; and, whereas, in doing so it 
is desired to express the agreement be- 
tween myself and the said company.

That all children, members of my fam- 
ily, between the ages of five and twelve 
vears, shall enter the schoo! maintained 
by said company at Pelzer, and shall at- 
tend every school day during the schoo!

That all children, members of my fam- 
ily, above twelve 22 old, snall work 
regularly in the mill, and shall not be ex- 
cused from service therein without the 
consent of the superigtendent, for geod 
cause.

CONFERENCE HELD 
ON ARBITRATION 


Old Foes in Industrial Con- 
tests Working Together 


CURE FOR STRIKES WANTED 


Representatives of Capital and La- 
bor Gather To Consider the 
Situation and Provide 
Against Walk-Outs and 
Other Trouble. 


Chicago, December 17.—Men who in the 
past have bitterly opposed each other in 
industrial contests filled Steinway hall at 
tonight's seasion of the conference on 
conciliation and arbitration, which began 
here today. Both the day and night ses- 
sions were taken up with papers read 
by representatives of capital and labor, 
looking to the same end—a cure for 
strikes. It seemed plainly evident that 
both sides were vigorously opposed to 
compulsory arbitration, and if a recom- 
mendation on the subject of a national 
board results from the present gathering, 
the recommendation will in all probability 
specify that all the board's work shall 
be along the line of voluntary arbitra- 
tion. 

The night session was called to order 
at 8 o'clock. After a few introductory re- 
marks by Franklin Macveagh, the presid- 
ing officer, Henry W. Hoyt, president of 
the National Founders’ Association, was 
introduced. Mr. Hoyt sad: 

“Industrial problems, so-callled, must 
be adjusted along the lines of at least 
resistance and the line of least resistance, 
in my opinion, is voluntary arbitration. 

“As long as the wage-earner believes or 
is taught to assume that society is in 
league to rob him as an individual of 
some of the purchasing power of his 
services, so long must society reckon with 
him in his collective capacity. The em- 
ployer who elects to ignore this fact is 
often as much of a menace to the indus- 
trial peace as that agitator who plays up- 
on the prejudices and inflames the pas- 
sions of the men he falsely serves, But 
the conditions are improving on both 
sides. The progresaive manufacturer has 
learned that a union is not an altogether 
reprehensible evil in social — sae 
and readily admits that when organi 
Wwage-earners are dominated by strbng, 
conservative men they will meet the em- 
ployer half way in arbitration.” 

President Samuel Gompers, of the 
American Federation of Labor, was the 
principal speaker tonight, and an ad- 
dress also was delivered by Henry White, 
general secretary, United Garment Work- 
ers of America. a 

The conference was called to order to- 
day by Franklin Macveagh, chairman of 
the committee on arrangements, 

Carroll D. Wright, United States com- 
missioner of labor, followed. 

John Mitchell, president of the United 
Mine Workers, said his organization has 
favored for over ten years an adjudica- 
tion of differences by conciliation and ar- 
bitration, and that there has not been 
a great strike in which the miners had 
engaged that they nad not first tried to 
apply the principle of conciliation and ar- 
bitration before engaging in the strike. 
This was true in the recent contest of the 
anthracite coal fields of Pennsylvania.

In 1860 the 
center of population was*twenty miles 
south of Chillicothe, O. 

Bunching the changes of subsequent 
years together, the result is as follows: 
In 1870 the center of population was 
forty-eight miles northeast of Cincin- 
nati, O.; in 1880, eight miles southwest 
of Cincinnati, O.; in 1890, twenty miles 
east of Columbus, Ind., and in 1900. 
seven miles north of Columbus, Ind. 
Between 1860 and 1900 the progress 
westward was 168 miles. 

From 1790 down to the present time 
the center of population has shifted 
from Maryland to Indiana and covered 
the distance of 525 miles. 

This outline of the progress west- 
ward which the center of our national 
population has made shows the won- 
derful expansion which our country 
has undergone, and suggests the fear 
that the federal capital may not de 
permitted to remain forever on the 
banks of the Potomac. 
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Scarcity of Schcol Teachers. 

The scarcity of school teachers is, 
strangely enough. a prominent subject 
for discussion. , 

Not but that plenty high school grad- 
uates may be found who would be will- 
ing to teach for a year or two, in order 
to fill out an income. In such a case 
the Individual would be benefited. but 
the community would get the worst of 
it. Every effort to raise the grade of 
teaching to that of a profession has to 
meet the obstacles of getting rid of in- 
competents who hold their places mere- 
ly from a sympathetic desire to aid 
some family in getting along. The re- 
quirement should .be for a trained 
teacher, ready from the first to assume 
the duties undertaken, and not under 
the necessity of getting first training 
at the expense of an unfortunate class. 
An expert teacher, qualified for the po- 
sition and justified in accepting a sal- 
ary, must have gone through with a 
good course of education, which cannot 
be obtained earlier than the twentieth 
year. Normal training and experience 
should follow, which would require 
four years more. The young man reach- 
ing this age wants something better 
than a $500 salary. The ranks of qual- 
ified young women of this age have 
been broken by marriage, by having 
entered into expert specialties or drawn 
off by better offers elsewhere. A few 
competents remain, and the great 
teaching body has to be fitted out with 
oe 3 recruits,

Much of the talent now 
that formerly went — ager ae 
schools, and the college graduates do not 
take kindly to graded work and there tis 
practically no demand for these women 
for such work even if. they seek it. 

No wide-awake, up to date superinten- 
dent is content to take any woman who 
is not a normal fraduate, and for vari- 
Hus reasons they are not willing to take 
inexperienced graduates. Nearly every 
city within fifteen miles of Boston has a 
rule, expressed or implied, that no one 
wlll be'considered with leas than one year 
of successful experience. The reason for 
thie fa not wholly because of their un- 
Willingneay to trust inexperlenced gradu. 
ates, but hecause nearly every city has a 
large number of inexperienced graduates 
from the community tn whose Interest 
there ld always more or legs presaure, 
and when a local girl goes into a school, 
unless her failure is gigantic, ahe cannot 
be removed. The only safeguard, there- 
fora, ia to inslat that such women get 
thelr experience and demonstrate their 
power away from home. 

When any superintendent looks for a 
traded teacher he requires certain condi- 
tions; that the woman shall be so. far 
above any local candidate that he would 
be justified in going away from home for 
talent: she must be already teaching 
where he can see her work: she must be 
a normal graduate. must have a fine 
presence and ability to do a little better 


work ‘when visitors are Mresent than 
when by herrelf. In short, the demands 
made by à superintendent for a gradcd 
teacher are indescribably greater than 
anything known even five years ago. 
Women with these qualifications are 
looking for special work, in drawing, 
penmanship, nature study. or grade su- 
pervision, or training schools. Indeed, 
nine-tentha of the women who would 
meet the conditions of any superinten- 
dent in the suburbs who can pay from 
$550 tc $700. are equal to work as special- 
ists in the west where thev can get 
from $1,000 to $1,800. As the result. 
agencies that cover the whole country 
use much of the material that the subur- 
ban superintendent wishes for positions 
that pay much better salaries. Tho re- 
sult is that only the women who think it 
worth a few hundred dollars to be in the 
vicinity of Boston will accept these po- 
sitions; that is, the women who meet 
the demands of these superintendents.

As to marrying, it is undoubtedly true 
that the class of women whom these 
superintendents select and employ are 
thoroughly attractive matrimonially; and 
now that a married woman does not of 
necessity retire from social and semi- 
public fe, teachers of the suburbs marry 
as they have never done an (he past. This 
accounts for the unusual number of va- 
cancies. 

This is a very serious matter, requir- 
ing the best efforts of school boards 
for solution. Teaching is a profession, 
no matter how lightly we may have 
esteemed it heretofore, and some pro- 
vision should be made by which the 
professional rank should be built up 
and maintained in contradistinction to 
the mere recruit who is trying to make 
a living for a year or two. In plain 
words, some attention should be paid 
a teacher whose life work it is, more 
than is given to one whose presence in 
the schoolroom is one of convenience. 
The public is entitled to the best ser- 
vice it can get: for its money, and the 
salary list should be made to conform 
to ability, instead of to mere school

IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


Italy's celebrated Carrara marble quar- 
ries havo recently become the property 
of Senator Redfield Proctor, of Vermont 
Senator Proctor has a shrewd business 
eye as well as a snug bank account and 
he has brought both of them into play 
in maxing this purchase, which has 
brought him more striking into promi- 
nence than if he had scored the most 
brilliant feat of oratory or stateman- 
chip in the nations highest legislative 
ke rum. 

He is now in Italy closing the deal. 
which will make him the owner of the 
renowned quarries, for which, it is sald, 
the interests e represents will pay the 
stupendous price of $10,000,000, Senator 
Proctor was governor of Vermont from 
1478 to 1880, and since 1884, when he was 
a delegate to the republican national 
convention, he has deen eminont§ in 
American politica, He waa secretary of 
war in the early part of President Harri- 
son's administration, and reaigned that 
portfolio in 1891 to go to the United States 
senate as an appointee te succeed Sena- 
tor Edmunds. In 193 he was regularly 
elected to the reat, and was elected to 
succeed himself in 1898, 


Recent cablegrame have brought the 
news of John E. Redmond's selection as 
leader of tho Irish party in parliament. 
Mr. Redmond began his political carver 
as a clerk in the vote office of the house 
of commons. In 1881 he was elected to 
parliament for New Ross. Four years 
later he was elected for Wexford North, 
and in 1892 he was chosen member of 
parliament by the constituency of 
the city of Waterford, which he 
represented during the last parila- 
ment. Mr. Redmond is a “Ilaw- 
ver of ability. His father was also a 
lawyer and for a long time a member 
of the house, and young Redmond grew 
up in an atmosphere of politics. In 1836 
he was called to the bar at Gray's Inn. 
Mr. Redmond was an adherent of the 
late Charles Stewart Parnell, and after 
the death of that leader he arrayed his 
brilliant ability with the Parnellite fac- 
tion. He is forty-nine years old. 


Senor Don Juan Cuestas, Uruguay's 
new minister in Washington, D. C., 
whose declaration thmt he wants an 
American wife has interested everybody, 
is a handsome young man, distinguished 
ir his own country for his ability and 
high promise. Besides being wealthy he 
belongs to an aristocratk old family of 
Montevideo. Although not yet thirty 
years of age he hae held prominent post- 
tions of state in Uruguay. ‘This brilliant 
young lawyer does not wish to capture 
an American heiress, but to take home 
with him a wife who will do honor to the 
high station he can offer her; and his 
father, who is the president of the repub- 
lic, hearitly approves of his son’s ambDi- 
ticn to wed an American girl.

cational work, the form of which she 
has largely initiated. So much for what 
the women of the south could offer in 
a candidate. In addition to this, the can- 
didate’s claims were backed by the most 
earnest and intelligent efforts of both 
senators and more than one member of 
congress from her native state.

Main Item of Increase in Appropri- 
ation Bill Was Demanded by 
Constitutional Amendment 
pPensioning Indigent 
Widows of Soldiers.

Governor Candler hae before him today 
the general appropriation bill passed by 
the legislature and the friends and pa- 
trons of tue various institutions provided 
for in that measure ate anxiously awalt- 
ing the action of the governor, 

The fact was brought out clearly ves- 
terday that the rumor of an impending 
shortage in the trensury, due to the in- 
creased appropriaticns, fs wholly with- 
out fourdation, 

Calculating the tota! appropriation by 
the general assembly at $3,900,000, which 
includes pensions, schools and all the in- 
stitutions of the state, the incoming rev- 
enue and the appropriation will practi- 
cally balance after including as a part 
of the revenue the $200,000 the governor 
has been authorized to borrow in case 
of an emergency. .A statement furnished 
the governor yesterday by the comp- 
troller general shows the total revenue 
raised from al! forms of taxation will be 
$3.507,000. Adding to this amount the taxes 
arising from an estimated increase in the 
value of property proportionate to the 
increase of $19,000,000 for this year, 
which yielled $86,000, the total revenue 
goes up to $3.594.000. This amount taken 
from the $8.99.000 disposed of in the ap- 
propriation bill would leave a deficit of 
$206,000. but the $20, the chief executive 
is authorizes to borrow puts the treasury 
practically even and instead of an ad- 
vertised deficit of a quarter of a million 
dollars leaves one of only $6,000. 

Position of the Governor. 

Governor Candler announced yesterday 
that he wou'd not cut out any a ppropria- 
tion made ty the legistature if it devel- 
oped that there would be no appreciable 
deficit. He stated that while he did not 
care to criticise the action of the gene:al 
assembly he regretted that the appropria- 
tions were not held down to balance ac- 
tually with the revenue of the state. 

The statement of Comptroller General 
Wright of the prospective income of the 
state on the basis of which the appropria- 
tions have deen made is as follows:

FLOCK OF APPLICANTS 


FOR SUPERINTENDENT 


The position of superintendent of the 
Soldiers’ home provide for in the bill 
that transfers the Soldiers’ home property 
to the state is in great demand. More 
than twenty applications for the position, 
coming from every part of the state and 
all from confederate veterans, are on file 
in the office of the chief executive and 
the contest promises to be a lively one. 

In addition to a superintendent, the 
governor is called upon to appoint at 
once eleven trustees for the home, one 
from each congressional district,, and 
more than enough applicants to fill ell 
the places are already announced for the 
appointment. No remuneration is at- 
tached to the office of trustees of the 
home and the position is altogether an 
honorary one, but some of the most 
prominent veterag® of Georgia have ex- 
pressed a willinghess and desire to serve 


on the board. In the selection of the 
trustees, Governor Candler stated yester- 
day that he proposed to appoint men not 
only of the highest character, but of 
recognized ability, to manage the affairs 
of the institution. 

Much of the success which will attend 


the operation of the home by the state 


will result from the management insti- 
tuted by the board of trustees. 

Under the bill providing for the ac- 
ceptance of the home the superintendent 
is to receive a salary of $00 a year and is 
expected to live at the home. , 

The governor expects to sign the Sol- 
diers’ home bill today after he has had 
the opportunity of going carefully over 
its provisions. The constitution of the 
state gives the chief executive five, days 
after the final adjournment of the legia- 
lature in which to sign the measures sent 
to him for apuroval or veto.
